In mid- July, sfter the German trade unionists had held their 
meet in?* at Husel, Braun expressed a desire to go to Germany this 
fall as a ’head of the workers’ to work against the Hitler regime; 
claimed to have a promise by that date of a general strike that 
*culd tie up railway workers, all public utilities, and the 300, 
000 coal miners; thought, too, that the imminent collapse of 
Italy would make the moment propitious / does not want to be 
called a ’traitor* by his fellow Germans; therefore he desires 
no helo or sympathy from the Anglo-Americans in this cause / aid 
from the United rations will be required in getting transportation 
horo for the millions of foreign workers and prisoners; Braun 
suggests that right now Alii**; propaganda should seek to persuade 
the- se people to stay where they are when Germany collapses; other- 
wise their transportation will be extremely difficult to organize.
